Wisconsin should pick a woman to 
represent her In congress or as a 
candidate for president, so long as 
we have no distinction to make our­ 
selves. 
There is nothing to prevent It ex­ 
cept that little word “ HE.” 
Blit let us look at it from a little 
different angle. Suppose the ques­ 
tion is raised and it will be raised if 
women get the ballot— then there 
will be something at stake. If the 
courts decide it in favor of women, 
people will say that any old thing 
desirable can be read out of the con­ 
stitution. If they say that HE means 
she then why not say that black 
means white, daylight means dark­ 
ness, right means wrong?
